THE STATE OF THE MINISTBRY. 


Ir is said, and we believe on good grounds, that one of the 
difficulties in re-constructing the Cabinet is the embryo state 
of Parliament. There is now no House sitting—there is not 
even a Speaker, and, therefore, new writs cannot be issued. 
Any member of the House of Xommons who now takes office | 
must return to the wretched career of a candidate for three 
months—till February he must lead a life of perpetual solici- 
tations, innumerable questions, and latent anxiety. But this 
only shows that the regulations for the assembling of Parlia- 
ment singularly need the immediate attention of a reforming 
Government. There ought always to be an authority capable 
of issuing a writ for a new election. The creation of a good 
Cabinet is now and is always a matter of grave magnitude. 
It is preposterous that it should be prevented or even impeded 
by traditional rules and obsolete maxims as to the election of 
particular members. The Queen ought to be free to choose 
any member of Parliament she likes for any place she wishes, 
and if he is to be sent back to his constituents in consequence 
(as perhaps is best), some authority ought always to be in 
existence at once to send him back. 

It is singularly important now that the Cabinet should be 
immediately framed in the manner in which it is expected to 
meet Parliament. By confession and agreement this Govern- 
ment is to be one of action—of moderate and careful action— 
but still of action. They must interest mankind by optional 
reforms. They must show the world that it can be made 
better in ways which it does not know of, does not ask for, 
but which it would ask for if it did know. It must first ex- 
plain the grievance, and then expound the remedy. But so 
grave a task of investigation and discussion peculiarly needs 
time for thought and for discussion. One set of men cannot 
arrange the measures, and another set explain them.: The 
Cabinet which sits now ought to be the Cabinet which is to 
meet Parliament—to meet it with the fixed intention if possi- 
ble of lasting through and ruling it. Nothing can be worse 
than a provisional Cabinet now settled to think, and an ulti- 
mate Cabinet at the mesting of Parliament hastily huddled |; 
up to talk. 

The difficulty of the reconstruction is grave and clear 
The Liberal party is divisible, like a French Assembly, into 
a left, a right, and a centre. There are men like Mr Lowe 
who object almost, if not altogether, to the minimum of re- 
form. There are men like Mr Bright who demand without 
stint or reservation the maximum of reform. There is the 
great moderate section, five tithes as numerous as each of 
these, which lies between them, and variously, according to 
the shifting dispositions of times and men, inclines towards 
either. The Cabinet ought to contain representatives of each 
of these sections, if it is to be, as it should be, the party in 
miniature; yet how, if so, is it to discuss the matters upon 
which it has a difference almost of principle—how is it to 
frame a Reform Bill—how is it to agree not to frame a Reform 
Bill? 

We ventured last week to indicate a measure which, so it 
appears to us, might be accepted at once by such Conserva- 
tive Liberals as Mr Horsman and by such Conservative Libe- 
rals as Mr Forster; and if so, it of necessity would be very 
pleasing to all whose notions lie between them. But if this 
scheme, or any scheme of similar pretensions, is to be con- 

structed, the Cabinet should at once begin to construct it. 
The old men now in office should not frame wha> the young 
men who may succeed them must carry or try to carry. 
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It is said that there are no young men of known ability in 
the Liberal party. We answer there are as yet no young men 
of sufficient eminence, because till lately there were old men of 
sufficient eminence. We once heard a London gentleman 
complain that emigration took away the best of the lower 
classes, and so impoverished the moral force of Eng- 
land. “No,” answered a country clergyman, who knew 
something by eyesight of the matter in hand, 
“goon as the best man goes out of a parish, the 
second best gets the opportunity to become the best, and

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“ who went away.” So here there are many young Liberals 
who want only opportunity and trial to prove that they are 
as able as several Cabinet Ministers we need not name. 
Genius is everywhere rare, and the world but rarely needs it, 
but sound ability in the strong and grave sense necessary to a 
good administrator is happily common in England, or England 
would not be the country which we see she is. But if 
young men are to be introduced, they should be brought in 
to frame the new measures. Men with characters to make 
will hesitate to endorse the dubious bills of retiring ministers. 


THE SHENANDOAHE. 

Tue Shenandoah has arrived in Liverpool, her commander has 
surrendered her to the British Government, and it was stated 
yeesterday that her officers and crew had been “ uncondi- 
“tionally” released. Whatever are the grounds on which the 
Government have proceeded in the case of the Shenandoah, 
there can be no doubt that should the charges which 
have been so repeatedly urged against Captain Waddeil 
prove to be true, namely, that he 
capture the New Bedford whalers long after he had 
reasonable evidence of the disappearance of a de facto 
Government in the South, the unpleasant dispute which we 
have had to carry on with America concerning the Alabama 
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Captain Waddell asserts that he made his last capture on the 
28th June, and that he did not till August 2 know for cer- 
tain of the suppression of the Government of Mr Davis. As

If it be true, as stated, 
that the first question put to the Liverpool pilot by Captain 
Waddell was “Whether the war was over?” there is a very 
suspicious air of theatrical innocence in the interrogation. 
And, should Captain Waddel}’s statement turn out to be false, 
ef course the irritation already existing between the two 
countries will be indefinitely increased. 

And yet, no doubt, the Government were placed in a very 
difficult position by the arrival of a vessel the officers and 
erew of which were, by common rumour, aceused of piracy, 
none of the evidence for the accusation being accessible in 
England. There was, probably, no evidence to justify even a 
commitment, attainable in England, and therefore of course 
none to justify the surrender of the accused to the United 
States Government should they have demanded it, and should 
that have seemed, which in all probability it would not, the 
proper mode of procedure.

100 The real duty of the Stock Exchange Association is very 






simple ; 
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it should enforce instantaneous honesty among its own 
members. Those who belong to it should feel, and now feel, 
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that they are under a jurisdiction far more potent and effeo- 
tual than that of the law. If an ordinary man does 
not meet his debts, he can be sued, which takes a considerable 
time, or dealt with under the Bankruptey law in a manner 
which may be ineffectual ; but if a member of the Stock Ex- 
change does not meet his debts, his position is forfeited ; heis 
‘read out’’; he is a defaulter, and nothing is heard of him 
any more. This unusual check upon investing agents,—for 
this is what brokers are,—is well worth preserving, and ex- 
ceedingly beneficial to the quiet part of the public. 

But when the Stock Exchange Association step beyond their 
function of enforcing actual contracts, and assume to them- 
selves the function of selecting contracts, their action ceases 
to be plainly good, and perhaps becomes plainly evil. Who can 
say what contracts ought to be enforced and what ought not to 
be enforced? The Stock Exchange Committee now under- 
take judicial duties without having judicial powers. They 
have to find out whether there is fraud or no fraud, but they 
cannot find it out. They cannot administer an oath; they 
are not used to judicial investigations ; they are not assisted 
by advocates on either side. The most impartial decision on 
such a subject must always be a decision arrived at under un- 
favourable conditions, without those helps and aids which 
experience has shown to be the best. 

We quite believe—we maintain—that the Committee of the 
Stock Exchange have acted in this difficult and annoying matter 
with a full regard to the public interest. But still they are not 
in the supreme and removed position in which judges ought to 
stand. Lord Cottenham stopped acanal casein themiddle because 
it was suggested to him, as trustee or executor, he had a few 
shares in the canal. But who can say—who can presume 
even to conjecture—in what possible manner particular mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange may or may not be interested in 
particular descriptions of shares ? 

Since the Committee of the Stock Exchange, though we 
believe in the main impartial, cannot be proved to be impar- 
tial ; since many persons, especially agzrieved persons, believe 
that they are not impartial; since evenif impartial they are 
not competent; since they investigate charges of fraud with- 
out the legal helps and safeguards which a court of law 
possesses, and which experience shows to be necessary ; sinee 
they let through many bad companies; since they give a 
warranty to the bad companies they permit by their assump- 
tion to discriminate between good and bad;— it is plain 
that the Stock Exchange should relinquish their 
well-meant efforts to protect the public which will not be 
protected, and which after all probaoly will get on beiter 
without protection. 


| FISCAL ADMINISTRATION IN ITALY. 

| A CLOSER insight into the state of internal political affairs in 
| the Italian Kingdom is in one sense very disheartening, and ia 
another very reassuring. It is encouraging, because it be- 
comes more and more clear that the special difficulties and 
failures which so retard her progress and so jeopardise her 
fature are gratuitous and artificial, and that all might be 
avoided or remedied by men of the requisite experience, 
integrity, sense, and resolution. It is disheartening, because 
nowhere can men endowed with these qualities in sufficient 
affluence be found. Half-a-dozen statesmen like Cavour; 
with his splendid instincts and his moral ascendancy—nay, 
one Cavour with half-a-dozen adequate lieutenants—would 
suffice to change the whole aspect of affairs. But neither six 
nor one have yet appeared. Among all the rulers and 
leaders of Italian politics at present, there is not one man of 
clear and recognised superiority,—not one who sees a plain 
path and has nerve to take it and to draw others into it. Even 
in the absence of any such guiding and shining light, if there 
were a number of strictly honest and moderately capable 
practical men scattered over the conntry, who could be ens 
trusted with administrative functions,—such as are to be 
found in abundance in lands accustomed to self-government 
and freedom like America and England,—all would go well, 
But these are precisely the men who it seems are not to be 
found. Italy is in the unhappy condition of being habituated 
to a great deal of administration, and of being very ill-pro« 
vided with administrators ;—of needing a strong hand at the 
centre, yet of being unable to procure one ;—of wishingtoabandon 
the system of centralisation, yet of wanting local authorities 
and capabilities among whom the decentralised functions 
could be distributed. The extent to which mismanagement 
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and mal-administration has gone is almost incredible ;—the 
degree in which loyalty has spread and prosperity has ad- 
vanced in spite of this mismanagement and mal-administar- 
tion is almost more wonderful still. 


It is not surprising of course that a new country should not 
abound in qualified administrators. All that the Government 
could do was to select the ablest and honestest men it could 
find, and leave them to learn their business by practising it. 
For this purpose it was especially necessary that they should 
have some considerable tenure of office. This first condition 
of improvement has been almost universally violated. The 
provinces are administered by Prefects and Sous-Prefects, 
several of them men of talent and men of business, and most 
of them, we are assured, sincere and honourable men. They 
go down to their districts, and apply themselves diligently and 
conscientiously to the work before them. But as soon as they 
are beginning to know their provinces, to become personally ac- 
quainted with its wants and its resources, and above all to know 
on whom among the inhabitants they can rely for assistance 
and advice, they are summarily ordered off to another locality 
where their task has to begin afresh, and they are succeeded 
by others who are just as ignorant as they were on their 
first arrival. The mischief of this in a country where nothing 
can be done—not a road made ora town drained—without 
the approval and inspection of the central authorities, and 
seldom without reference to the Minister at Florence—whose 
answer only comes after the most tedious and heart-breaking 
delays—cannot be exaggerated. No sooner has an arrange- 
ment been completed, contracts made, authorisation promised, 
than the Prefect is changed and all has to be done over again. 
We could name one important province in particular which 
has had five Prefects since 1860, and where nearly every- 
thing is at a stand still in consequence. 


It is, however, the fiscal administration which is most 
disastrously stupid and defective. The mode in which some 
of the taxes are levied is simply infamous—the income tax 
(or that which represents it here) more especially ;—and this 
is about the best illustration that can be given of the evil 
arising from the want of decently qualified functionaries 
which we have just signalised. The Prefects and Sous- 
Prefects, as we have said, are usually men of integrity and 
decent sense, but changed too constantly to allow them to 
know their provinces. Yet it is on them, in conjunction with 
the notabilities of the province (who have a distinct interest in 
deceiving them), that lies the task of determining the amount 
to be levied on that province. It is to the Syndies of the 
several communes that is assigned the function of apportioning 
this contribution among the inhabitants and of levying it in 
the last resort. These Syndics are municipal officers, chosen 
by the proprietors, not appointed by the Government; and 
@ more utterly unprincipled set of men, especially in the 
Neapolitan division of the Kingdom, can scarcely be 
found. It is natural enough that it should b» so, for they 
were formed under the Bourbons and retain all the corrupt 
traditions and dishonest and oppressive practices of the old 
régime. But the effect is deplorable. They extortionise the 
poor and exempt the rich. They apportion the amount to be 
raised in the most flagrantly unjust manner. The poor 
fisherman or handicraftsman is questioned as to his earnings, 
which are easily ascertained, and taxed accordingly, while the 
Syndic’s friends, so at least it is asserted on very good 
authority and generally believed, escape almost scot-free. 
In one district .the richest proprietor was called upon 
to pay 60 centimes!—about 6d. Thus the Government 
is robbed, while the labourer is robbed ; — discredit 
is brought upon the administration, and all that can 
be done is done to make the new régime unpopular. In 
the South of Italy the burden of the taxes has been doubled, 
while the yiew is out of all proportion small. — Yet, 
while all these iniquities are going on, and, notorious enough, 
the Finance Minister, wanting more money, can think of no 
better means than devising new imposts! Those best ac- 
quainted with the country from long residence in it and 
knowledge of the character of the several classes, make no 
secret of their conviction that with an honest set of tax- 
gatherers and a decent system of taxation, the public revenue 
might be made to meet all wants without a single fresh duty 
being laid on ;—while a few more main and communal roads, 
such as a judicious expenditure of another million on public 
works would suffice to construct, would make the resources of 
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outlying districts so much more available that burden 
would become comparatively light. ’ 
Yet in the face of facts like these, which might be 
multiplied indefinitely, the minds of Italian politicians: 
is the public talkers and the public journals—speak of 
little but Rome and Venice—the suppression of convents and 
the expected struggle on ecclesiastical questions—the new 
elections, and the employment of the army, If only the 
Italians could be induced resolutely to shut their eyes to 
foreign politics for the next ten years, and to give that 
of time with hearty and searching energy to reforming their in. 
ternal administration in all its branches,—to setting free local 
enterprise,—to opening up remote and secluded districts,—4 
tempting out hoarded capital,—and above all to purifyj 
the Augean stables of official and municipal corruption,— 
they might find themselves at the end of that period 
in a really secure and respectable position, their prosperity 
founded on a rock, their loyalty rivetted by the contentment 
of general well-being, their political and military 5 
needing neither to be boasted of, nor bolstered up, but 
nised by all and trusted by themselves because based upon ity 
only sure foundations—a happy people, a qualified and ex 
perienced Government, and a /uill treasury. Meantime, they 
ought to pray for peace as the most vital of blessin 
to consolidate the nation—peace to educate themselves

THE CATTLE PLAGUE, 


[ COMMUNICATED. | 

By an Act passed in 1848, and subsequently continued, it is 
enacted that “It shall be lawful for the Lords and other of 
“ Her Majesty’s Privy Council, or any two or more of them, | 
“« from time to time to make such orders and regulations as to 
“them may seem necessary for the purpose of prohibiting or 
“ regulating the removal to or from such parts or places as 
‘ they may designate in such order or orders, of sheep, cattle 
«6: ewes ---0r other animals or parts of any ani- 

and to make any other orders or regulations 
“ for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of this 
“ Act, and again to revoke, alter, or vary any such orders or 
“ regulations; and all provisions for any of the purposes 
‘** aforesaid in any such order or orders contained shall have 
“ the like force and effect as if the same had been inserted in 
“ this Act.” 

The provisions of the Act are so general that the power 
conferred by it upon the Government is nearly absolute 
as regards fairs and markets, and the exposure of animals 
for sale in any place whatever, but the power has not 
been used so fully as it might have been with ad 
vantage to the public. By the 19th section of the Order] 
in Council, dated September 22nd, 1865, ‘‘ Whenever any 
“ local authority, as hereinbefore defined, declares, by notice 
“ published in any newspaper circulating within his or their

than all the veterinary surgeons in the country districts, who 
are often ignorant men, and are always without the advantages 
offered by hospitals, where cases can be scientifically treated 
and compared. 


Itistrue that the press affords a means of communication 
between men of science, but it isa means that can only sup- 
plement and never be a substitute for the experience gained in 
central institutions. Whether it would be most desirable to 
establish veterinary hospitals not in, but within easy reach of 
London, Edinburgh, and Dublin only, or eventually in other 
parts of the kingdom iikewise, is a question which it is un- 
necessary to decide at present, and the answer to which must 
depend very much on the funds which may be forthcoming. 

It is sometimes argued that if it be necessary to slaughter 
cattle, the farmers ought to be reimbursed for their losses out 
of the national treasury, but it must be remembered that the 
proprietor of stock gains rather than loses by the slaughter of 
| such of his cattle as may be diseased or likely to become so, 
and that though some individuals may suffer heavily, the 
class, as a whole, will be in a great measure compensated 
for their losses by the rise in the priceof meat. The farmer 
whose cattle are infected has no more right to demand 
of Government an indemnity for the removal of the nuisance 

a human sufferer from the small-pox would have for 
the losses he might sustain if prevented from passing through 
crowded streets to his daily avocations. The policy of 
granting indemnities should always be looked upon with suspi- 
cion by the public, but, in this instance, it would be 
obviously and fatally inexpedient. It would be expecting too 
much of human nature to hope that proprietors of stock, if 
they ran no risk of pecuniary loss, would be as careful to pro- 
tect their herds from infection as they would be under the 
powerful stimulus of self-interest. One noble agriculturist, 
in @ letter to the Times, though alluding to the appearance of 
the cattle plague more than a century ago, assumes it to be 
conclusively proved that its occurrence, in the present 
Instance, is due to free trade, and the inefficiency of the in- 
Spectors of imported cattle. ‘It would almost appear,” says 

Winchilsea, “that the manners and customs of some

travelling about the country without legal impediment, implied 
the right to annoy one’s fellow-travellers by smoking or other 
practices offensive to them. 

It is said that if we ‘will, however, insist upon death as 
‘the only safeguard against further infection,” the ‘“Ohan- 
“ cellor of the Exchequer (a man, do doubt, ‘equal to the 
“‘occasion’) should devise the means of including in his 
“ budget for next year the necessary expenditure by which 
‘the public may acquire the right of slaughter, and kill its 
“ own, not other people’s beasts.” 

We do not think of inquiring to whom a mad dog belongs, 
but shoot him without remorse or hesitation, whatever his 
previous value may have been, and equally without scruple 
should diseased cattle be destroyed for the protection of the 
public. 


THE FLUCTUATIONS IN THE RESERVES OF 

BANKERS. 
(COMMUNICATED. ) 
I sHovuup be glad, with your permission, to say a few words 
on the fluctuations in the reserves of bankers, Great impor- 
tance has been attached to them lately, yet I cannot but feel 
that this is a subject on which considerable misapprehension 
exists, 

Discount flies up in a few days from 44 to 7 per cent. ; the 
reserve of the Bank runs down by millions; bankers get |} 
frightened lest their means of payment should be exhausted. 
What can be more natural than the supposition that all this 
comes from a deficiency of currency, and that the thing 
wanted is more coin and more notes? With a larger supply 
of gold and bank notes, the labouring vessel must right |} 
itself soon, and the rate of interest return to reasonable 
dimensions. 

But is this so in fact? Is a stationary reserve at the Bank 
a guarantee of a moderate rate of discount? Will the 
restoration of a diminished reserve reduce the price of loans % 
Is an augmentation of the stock of currency a certain 
specific for healing the wounds inflicted on reserves ? 

To these questions I return negative answers. They ignore 
the nature of the variations which befall the reserve of a 
banker. They elevate into a cause of the rise of interest 
what is only an effect of that sudden demand for capital, 
which kindles competition in borrowers, and justifies, and 
indeed compels, the banker to set a higher price on means 
which, after all, are but limited. 

The business of a banker is to receive money from one set 
of persons and to lend it out to another. At all times he 
must have a certain supply of cash in his till, for he is 
always liable to immediate demands for repayment. When 
business is steady, he can form a very close estimate of the 
amount of this supply; it becomes a regular and matter-of- 
course element of his trade. But trade is by its nature very 
irregular: its requirements of capital are liable to very 
sudden fluctuations; and this suddenness of its demands 
exposes the reserve of bankers to very great and often em- 
barrassing variations, 

You have shown the public the sudden expansion which 
trade has lately received. We know that immense orders for 
English merchandise have rapidly poured in from America. 
What happens to the banker’s reserve on such occasions? 
He is at once assailed by three forces. Accessions to his 
deposits and the balances of his customers come in more! 
slowly. Thex much of his previous deposits and balances is | 
quickly withdrawn ; cheques on him multiply, cheques in his | 
favour diminish. Lastly, a larger number of bills are pre- 
sented to him for discount, many of them by customers who 
think themselves entitled to accommodation, and whom he! 
dares not offend. On the other hand, he cannot deal with [ 
equal rapidity with the loans which are due to him. On 
many he cannot accelerate the term of repayment; his assets 
cannot be realised with the promptness of the calls made | 
upon his reserves. What does the anxious man do under} 
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this pressure? He may often become a borrower himself, 
pledging Consols and Exchequer bills which he is unwilling to 
sell at depreciated quotations, but these weighing on the money 
market no less. But there is one temptation which is irre- 
sistible ; nay, which at the moment is not a temptation, but 
a necessity: he encroaches on his reserve. He hopes that 
the morrow will bring relief. He keeps paying the cheques 
drawn on him with his currency, whilst his customers fail to 
fill up the gap with increased deposits. The reserve suffers ; it 
dwindles away ; whilst the fear of the banker and public wax in 
the same proportion. It all comes from there being too little 
coin and notes they impatiently cry ; but it is nothing of the 
kind. It is amomentary destruction of the equilibrium between 
the lendings and the borrowings of the banker ; and it is cured 
almost as rapidly as it came on. The banker lends less ; 
he asks higher terms for accommodation ; the loans due to 
him fall in, and he does not renew them ; and so very quickly 
the balance gets restored. 

But with this restoration of the reserve the rate of interest 
does not go back to its former figure. As regards the reserve, 
an incident of the banking trade got out of order and has 
been rectified; but the readjustment has been effected by 
processes which imply, not an increase, but a diminution, of 
the supply of capital in the money market. So long as the 
borrowers of loans are many and strong-willed, whilst lenders 
are relatively few and weak, so long must the price of capital 
rule high. An increase of capital is the only remedy. 

It is obvious that currency has no part in this matter. The 
banker is weak in cash, not because there is a scarcity of 
money, but because he lends more than he gets. As long as 
he is forced to do this, the importation of all the gold of 
Australia would not save his reserve. Bowramy PRice.

how a man usually so clear-headed as the Duke of Argyll can 
pemuddle himself by means of a class prejudice. He said, “I 
have very great doubts how far the abolition of the law of hypo- 
‘thee would be expedient. It enables the landlord to give 
F credit to his tenant. That is the way it operates. Now 
this is the very ground on which it is objected to by acertain class 
of tenants who are themselves large capitalists. They do not say 
it is unfavourable to the tenantry as a whole, but unfavourable to 
the men of large capital, And why? Because it is too favour- 
able to the men of small capital.” And then he refers to and mis- 
states the evidence of Mr Henderson of Long Niddry, in East 
Lothian, whose argument in substance was, that this power over 
the tenants’ stock induces landlords to admit as tenants persons 
who have not the means to farm with advantage to them- 
gelves, and who engage to pay rents extravagantly higb, 
higher, in fact, than the land is worth in the hands of tenants of 
ines who -cam farm properly, and that while this 
pnwholesome competition for farms has the effeet of ad- 
vancing rents nominally, these feeble tenants if pressed 
cannot pay their rents and meet their other necessary engage- 
ments. See how the Duke perverts this:—‘ He [i.c., Mr Hen- 
derson] says it would drive out the men of small capital. But 
who are the men of small capital? Does he mean that it would 
drive out all that class of tenantry who have perhaps not much 
more than the stock on their farms, who do not happen to have 
1,000! or 2,0007 in the bank? Because if he means that, it would 
drive out of the market a very large body of the existing tenantry 
of Scotland.” Of course it would. No opponent of the law of 
hypothec ever intended anything so nonsensical. What it meant 
is that the tenants have not sufficient capital to work their farms ; 
that they necessarily get into debt with tradesmen and others, 
in order to scramble on even for a time; and that the landlord’s 
preferential claim on the stock may at any time sweep everything 
away, leaving the tenant’s other creditors wholly unpaid. This 
is not economically sound. It is not a prudent system of manage- 
ment. It is not honest. 

Then the Duke says a doctrine commonly laid down is ‘that 
the relation between landlord and tenant is a thoroughly com- 
mercial relation......... Now I so far agree with this position that I 
think the basis of the connection between landlord and tenant is 
undoubtedly the simple basis of contract.” Just so; and all that 
isasserted is that such contract should be rational and fair, not 
one-sided or fantastic as is too often the case. And in order to 
show that a farm lease caunot be a commercial contract, the Duke 
says: ‘‘ Tuke the ordinary case of a manteking a farm for nineteen 
years from another, I say that of itself constitutes a connection 
which renders it impossible that the relation between them should 
be one of pure commerce. Why, just thiok what a nineteen 
years’ lease involves. Nineteen years, counting from early life, 
carries a man to middle age. If a lease is given in middle age, it 
carries him on very far towards the decline of life. If it is given in 
the decline of life, no man can expect to see the end of it. I say, 
therefore, that the mere duration of the connection. between those 
two persons—the man who lets his Jand, asd the otber who takes 
the land for nineteen years—constitutes a relationship which is 
Recessarily more intimate and personal than a mere commercial 
relation between a manufacturer and those whom he employs, or 
between a shopkeeper and those with whom he deals.” 

Surely the Duke must have felt himself in the position of a 
preacher where no one could answer him, when he could venture 
onésuch reasoning—save the mark—ag that. But in the next 
passage the truth comes out, for he said :—‘ It is well to have a 
written agreement—quite right to have a written agreement—and 
in Scotland, in nine cases out of ten, we have it; but I say that 
the relations between those two men cannot be exactly measured 
by what is written in the four pages of that lease. There are 
generally some things in which the landlord wishes to be obliged by his 
tenant; there are almost always many otier things in which the 
tenant wi:hes to be obliged by his landlord.” Here we have the 
feudal chief speaking. Depend upon it the less of obligation there 
is on either side, sal the greater the certainty of stipulation in the 
relation of landlord and tenant, the better it is for the tenant.

River and the present Western terminus of the Grand Trunk will 
be compieted as settlement advances.” We fear the hopes 
entertained by Minnesota of becoming the grand outlet of trade 
with the Pacific are somewhat distant and visionary as yet ; but 
that some small step has been taken in this most needful direc+ 
tion we are glad to learn from the following pas :—** In con« 
versation with the Hon. George Brown, President of the Legis« 
lative Council of Canada, last autamn, that gentleman informed 
me that 10,000/ voted by the Colonial Parliament in the previous 
session would assuredly be expended without delay in initiating 
the route through Canada to communicate with Red River.” 


Mr Maefie places little reli:snce upon the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s exertions in opening up or colonising its territories. Fur- 
bearing animals are not increased by cultivation, and the fur trade 
is still a lucrative one. The answer to the question propounded 
by Sir Edmund Head at a meeting of the shareholders in Novem- 
ber last, ‘‘ Werethe proprietors prepared to sacrifice that trade 
producing a certain income, and to go headlong into another as.a 
speculation?” is, we fear, searcely btfal. 


Next to the want of means of communication with England \ 


and the Eastern coast, and the consequent shortness of both 
labour and capital, the disunion of the two colonies (or rather of 
the two portions of one and the same colony) operates as the 
greatest obstacle to the progress of the whole district. Its:real 
interests are one and indivisible: in spite of sectional jealousies 
this truth must in time be recognised and acted upon, but in the 
meanwhile, we see traces of the very spirit our author justly 
deprecates in the tone of his own chapter on ‘The Kelations.o 

Victoria and New Westminster.” The general aim and purport 
of that chapter are so good that the touch of local bitterness is 
the more to be regretted in a work which for its completeness is 
well fitted to become a staniard work of reference on a topic of 
steadily if not very rapidly rising commercial. interest. The 
disunion between the island and the maisland whch now 
unfortunately prevails cannot last, since there are no permanent 
grounds for rivalry or ill-will. The one isa producing country, 
pre-eminently so of gold,—the other a commercial station and 
little else. Vancouver's Island is sufficiently fertile and has good 
land enough to support a far larger population than it at present 
possesses, but it can look only to trade a» the real source of its 
future importance. ‘“ Were British capitaiists’’ writes Mr 
Macfie, “alive to the commanding geographical position of 
Victoria asa feee port in relation to the neighbourmg coastiof 
Western America on the one side of the Pacifie, and to China 
and Japan on the other, I venture to believe that they could, im a 
short period, render the city a worthy rival of San Francisco. 
Persons accustomed to judge by the present infaney of Victoria 
may probably be disposed to smile at. se bold an assertion; but 
it will not surprise those who have given attention to principles. 
affecting the growth of commereial centres. should . this prediction 
be accomplished within the present generation.” 

“The value of imports into Victoria from all quarters: in 1863 
amounted to about 770,000/, showinz an advance, as com 
with the imports of 1861, of about 368,000, and with those of 
1862 of about 260,000/.” 

It is not, however, only or chiefly as the importer of suppli:s to 
island and mainland, or as the exporter of: their gold, timber, and 
fars, that Victoria will be known in future years, byt as the centre: 
from which our manufactures will be: distributed’ along ‘all the: 
Pacific coast and all the islands of the Evstern Arehipelago. ‘To 
Mexico Mr Macfie looks as a principal customer. ‘+A few 
months since a large buyer from that country made a visit to Vic- 
toria and selected the first parcel of goods ever sent thither from 
our port. His purchases amounted to $80,000, It is in the power 
of any large Victoria mercantile firm who wilt ¢ y agents and 
distribute catalogues of their stocks in the new Himpire (now; I 
trust, becoming rapidly consolidated under its first: Sovereign), to 
build. up a trade corresponding to that: cartied on by the great 
English houses in Hongkong.” An extract from a Californian 
newspaper published some years since, serves to show that Ameri- 
cans are more alive to hz possibilities of these latest born of all 
_ a numerous and wide-spread progeny than she seems: to 

ereelf. 
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“That England has great sao grim to effect in this part of the 
world is no doubt true. That she has grand projects on foot, 
looking to a union of her North American colonies and the 
opening of a highway from ocean to ocean, she does not seek to 
ise. That these new settlements are yet to become compe- 
titors for the trade of the East, if not the commercial supremacy 
of the Pacific, it were useless to deny. Entrepéis are soon to 
ring up on those hitherto undisturbed waters; there will be 
ctapees and fisheries, and to these lands will a numerous people 
to dwell andto mine beyond a peradventure But 
ee we may regard the advent of England upon our shores, 
or whatever estimate we may set upon the value of her possessions 
in this quarter, one thing is certain :—we have now got to meet 
her on this side of the globe as we have met ber on the other; and 
encountering ber enterprise and capital, her practical, patient in- 
and persistence of purpose, dispute with her for the trade 

of the East and the empire of the seas.” 

Mr Macfie enters fully into the capabilities of the colony from 
every point of view. Its timber, which as far as fir and pine wood 
are concerned is unrivalled in quality and quantity,—its coul, which 
will prove of the utmost importance to our fleet, and will find a 
ready market in San Franciso, where the supply is at present 
chiefly drawn from such distant markets as England and New 
York. ‘‘The largest portion of the East side of the island,” 
writes Mr Macfie, ‘‘ may be described as a huge coal-bed; this 
mineral has, too, been found cropping out at various points on the 
West coast. Its copper,—‘ the average per centage of metal 
yielded by the copper of the island is 25 per cent. It is said 
that 8 per cent. is deemed a paying ratio in the ore of Wales and 
Cornwall.” Its fisheries : on at certain seasons swarm to that 
degree that the narrows of the river are blocked up by them and 
navigation is impeded ; st m have been taken weighing from 
100 Ibs to 500 lbs, one fish yielding a bushel of caviare; good 
whaling grounds lie within easy distance ; and cod are found off the 
Northern end of the island. Its advantages as a naval station and 
sanitarium for the Pacific fleet,—its healthy and pleasant climate, 
the fertiliry of its soil in those parts that are fitted for cultiva- 
tion, which even in the island bears a larger proportion to 
the whole area, our author asserts, than is commonly supposed. 

** A medical man, whose lengthened residence in the colony, 
and special inquiry into this department of farming sta- 
tistics gives weight to his statements, writes:—‘ The average pro- 
duction of wheat is 25 to 30 bushels to the acre, 64 lbs to the 
bushel ; of oats, 40 bushels to the acre, weight 36 lbs to 46 lbs per 
bushel ; potatoes, 200 bushels to the acre, and of superior quality. 
All vegetables succeed much better in Vancouver than in Uregon 
or Washington territories. This remark applies also to butter. 
The potatoes grown in the colony cannot be equalled, and our 
turnips, carrots, onions, peas, cabbages, &c., cannot be surpassed 
for size and flavour in any part of the world.’” ‘‘ Hops thrive in 
the colony, and find a ready sale among brewers, whose operations 


are lucrative and extensive ;” the grasses of British Columbia are 
especially excellent for fattening stock, but, above all, its gold. 
‘On this point, British Columbia, in Mr Macfie’s estimation, has 
never had justice done to it ; the difficulty of access to the gold- 
bearing regions, the rigour of the climate at Cariboo, and the 
scarcity of provisions there, have done much to throw discredit 
upon the visions of wealth opened up by the first prospectors, 


and, on the whole, fully borne out by subsequent discoveries. 
Respecting the most recent, that on the banks of the Sooke river, 
he writes :—‘‘ These mines are not to be compared, for the pre- 
sent at least, with Cariboo, in respect to extent of yield, but they 
will afford occupation for the winter months to the miners of Bri- 
tish Columbia, who have been in the habit of, in too many cases, 
spending that season in idleness and its attendant follies.’ He 
enters at large into the working and prospects of the diggings on 
the mainland, giving statements from reliable sources in sup- 
port of his favourable anticipations. We will extract a few 
samples:—‘ The richest diggings hitherto explored are situ- 
ated in the following creeks: Keighley’s Goose, Cunniogham’s 
Lightning, Jack o’ Clubs, Grouse, Chisholme, Sovereign, Foun- 
tain, Harvey, Nelson, Steven’s, Snow-hoe, Last Chance, Anderson, 
California, ‘Thistle Sugar, Willow, McCallum, Jababoo, Couchlin, 
Williams, &c. Up to the present, the last named of these 
is acknowledged nines been the most productive. It takes its 
rise near the Bald Mountain, and, flowing swiftly down through a 
dry valley past the town of Hichfield, reunites with Willow river, 
about six miles below the town, and thence winds towards the 
Fraser. Shortly after the exploration of William’s Creek, a 
claim, owned by a person to whom I am indebted for this informa- 
tion, yielded in one day 1,300/. The entire sum realised from a 
space of 80 feet square was about 24,000/. Three partners in a 
certain claim (two of whom are well known to me) netted 8,000/ 
each in a period of four or five months. Several partners in 
another claim (one of whom verified the statement to me person- 
ally) made 1,400/ to their individual share.” The following letter, 
addressed in December, 1864, to the author by “a representative 
of one of the largest mining concerns in British Columbia,” will 
show with what difficulties mixers have to coutend and tke need 
there is for a greater concentration of effort and capital :—‘‘ I had 
to rebuild our wheel, which was smashed at the beginning of last 
winter by the severe frost, and with a new shaft, much larger than 
the former one and superior in every point of view to any in the 
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colony. We had every confidence of success; but the 
pumps were our difficulty. Iam now fully convinced, after 
experience I have had, that no company of men, however skilful, 
will ever reach the bottom of our deep diggings here without 
the aid of powerful iron pumps and fixings, if not of steam 
power, which eventually must be got, as we have 
surface water enough when it is wanted to work them 
ciently. Ia the meadows, so called, on William’s Creek where 
so much was expected, and where operations have been jing on 
on a very extended scale for the distance of about three tiles, in 
every instance the mines have failed for want of adequate mg. 
chivery and pumps. This will appear the more provoking, when 
I say that we do not require greater power than is found in ordi. 
nary mines in the old country. The waggon road is now complete to 
Cottonwood : fifteen or sixteen miles more will bring it to the 
bottom of William’s Creek. Then machinery can be taken up the 
whole distance. We have lost the whole season in fighting with 
our difficulties ; they are not difficulties had we the necessary ap. 
pliances at hand to overeome them. Still with ail the disappoint. 
ments, and they have been many this year, more gold was sent dow, 
JSrom Cariboo than in any previous year.” 


One of the most amusing chapters, and in general we must ad. 
vertise our readers Mr Macfie’s book is more instructive than 
amusing, depicts life among the miners and “ Society in Vancou. 
ver’s Island.” The mixture of racesin these new countries must 
lead to some curious results, ethnological as well as social, 
“ Among the many remarkable matrimonial alliances to be met 
with, I — known Europeans married to pure squaws, Indian 
half-breeds, and mulatto females respectively. One case has come 
under my observation of a negro married to a white woman, and 
another, of a man descended from a Hindoo mother, married tog 
wife of Indian extraction. A gentleman of m3 property, re. 
ported to be of humble origin, is married to a -bred Indian,” 

‘* Apart from the effect of intercourse between the Mongo- 
lian and other races in our midst, we may certainly calculate upon 
twenty-three crosses in different degrees resulting from the blend- 
ing of the Caucasian, the aboriginal American, and the negro.” 


A wretched picture is drawn of the degradation of the Indians 
in the vicinity of Victoria and Esquimault. The presence of 
white settlers seems to act as a physical and morai poison to the 
weak and facile Indian. Mr Duncan, to whose successful exer. 
tions as a missionary among the tribes of the mainland we alluded 
some time since in a notice of Commander Maynes’ book on Van- 
couver Island and British Columbia, preserves the lives and morals 
of his flock by removing them to a safe distance from the civilising 
influence of trade intercourse with whites. Some hidden and wise 
law of nature may lurk under this mysterious melting away of in- 
ferior races before the face of the white man, but its apparent 
workings are by no means creditable to our boasted civilisation, 
The concluding chapter on emigration reiterates the advice un- 
fortunately so vainly given “to all clerks, poor gentlemen of 
education and breeding in quest of Government appointments, 
governesses, schoolmasters, adventurers without funds and trained 
to no particular employment, to remain at home.” Rough la- 
bourers and skilled artizans are much needed, but even for these 
there can be no wide market till more capital is brought to bear 
upon the undoubted natural riches of the country. ‘‘ We want 
capital,” writes Mr Macfie, ‘‘to open the way for the wider and 
steadier employment of labour. e success of the few wealthy 
firms that have entered the field and engaged in large enterprises 
foreshadows the vast profits waiting to be reaped by those who 
are prepared without delay to follow their example. It is ad- 
mitted that one or two English companies proposing to take up 
certain mining schemes have met with reverses. But it is well 
known that the failure of their plans has arisen mainly from the 
unsuitable character of the agents selected for carrying them out, 
or from not laying their basis of operations ia an economical 
manner.” 


‘‘ Respectable fewales,” he adds, ‘neither afraid nor ashamed 
to work as domestic servants are greatly in demand. So much is 
the want of this class felt, that if 500 girls, of good character and 
industrious habits, could be sent out in detachments of fifty ia 
each vessel, at intervals of a month, they would be absorbed 
almost immediately on their arrival.” Wages range from 4! to 5I 
per month, with board. The ill-success of a late tentative measure 
in this direction was owing to a waut of care in selecting suitable 
women, and to the all but unavoidable evils of a long voyage to 
empty heads and idle hands. Without sufficient means for traiming 
and overlooking the emigrants on their tedious journey, female 
emigration on any large scale will always be worse than useless. 
We will conclade with an anecdote illustrating the former scarcity 
of women in the neighbouring colony of San Francisco.

Wheo 
they came to the longed-for spot, the poor fellows found their 
bright hopes baulked ; no fair form such as their imagination hed 
depicted was visible. But they were fortunate enough to alight | 
upon a woman's bonnet, and soothed their disappointed feelings | 
by forming a ring and dancing round it.”

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The Emperor has at last issued to the public the pamphlet about 
Algeria, which he had printed for private circulation several 
months ago, and of which some account was given in the Econo- 
mist. It presents His Majesty’s views as to what should be and 
can be done for the colony, and his reasons for entertaining them. 
Among the measures he proposes are two which would be unques- 
tionably useful—the establishment of discount banks and the aboli- 
tion of customs. If they had been carried into effect years a 
the trade of Algeria would have considerably exceeded 1 
9,000,000/ sterling, or thereabouts, per annum at which it now 
stands. 


M. Emile Pereire has appeared before the Superior Council of 
Commerce, charged with the inquiry respecting banks and cur. 
rency, and his opinions were received with the same respectful 
attention as those of Baron de Rothschild and M. Pinard, though 
differing fiom them considerably. As we expected, he defended 
with much ability the peculiar theories in banking he has always 


entertained. He criticised the conduct of the Bank of France in 
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times of monetary pressure, and expressed a wish to see the circle 
of its attributions enlarged, or, what he intimated would be better 
still, to see other banks of issue established. 


The deputation of the Chamber of Commerce at Paris, which was 
mentioned last week as having figured before the Council, has 
thought fit to break through the rule of secrecy which that body has 
imposed on the inquiry ; and it has published a summary of what 
it said. But it does not appear to have thrown much light on the 
matter, as its testimony was little more than a repetition of facts 
which everybody knows, and of opinions which, though accepted 
by some and regretted by others, are admitted by all to have fallen 
within the domain of common-place. Thus the deputation declared 
that the monetary crisis of 1863-4 was occasioned by the exportation 
of specie to pay for cotton, silk, and other goods, and for the foreign 
loans ; that the Bank of France was not responsible for the crisis ; 
tbat crises would probably become frequent in future, but lees 
violent, because correct economic ideas were beginning to be more 
generally entertained, because free trade produced a juster equi- 
librium between production and consamption, and because the 
extension of banks would permit accounts to be settled by transfer 
instead of bank notes. The deputation explained the services 
bank notes render, and declared that it is indispensable that they 
shall be instantly convertible. It pronounced against the plurality 
of banks of issue, because, it said, plurality would create compe- 
tition which would lesson the quality of paper discounted, and 
render variable the value of notes. The Bank of France, in the 
opinion of the deputation, conducts its operations in such a manner 
that they are out of the pale of criticism, and it is glorious for the 
country to possess such an establishment. The deputation declared 
against the sale of the rentes possessed by the Bank, which has 
been recommended by some reformers. No doubt, it said, its 
notes are guaranteed by the bills it discounts, but it is well to 
have the second guarantee of an investment in Government stock, 
against the double risk of political and commercial crises. If, be- 
sides, the rentes were sold, and the proceeds employed in banking 
operations, no more loans would be made, as already the Bank re- 
fuses no good paper, and discount would be dearer, inasmuch as 
it would be necessary to give the shareholders something for the 
use of their capital. 
deputation suggested that it might do weil to limit its advances on 
deposit of warrants and securities, such operations being more 
suitable for a bank of deposit than for a bank of issue, and being 
geuerally demanded more for speculative than commercial] reasona. 
lt would also do well to ‘‘create a portfolio of foreign bills, in 
order to reconstitute the stock of coin and bullion when neces- 
sary,” to augment the number of branches, to increase the com- 
mercial element in the directory, and to make over to Chambers of 
Commerce, for purposes of public atility, all the profits realised 
by a rate of discount 6 per cent., in order that the Bank 
might never be exposed to the reproach, however un- 
founded, of raising the rate of discount without necessity for 
the mere profit of its shareholders. The deputation was besides 
of opinion that the system of the Bank. of England was 
neither inferior nor superior to that of the Bank of France; 
but it pronounced against the separation in the latter 
of the issue department from the banking department, 
and against the notes of the Bank being made a legal tender as in 
England, and against the amount of issue being limited. ‘The 
Bank, in the opinion of the deputation, ought to continue to re- 
quire three signatures for bills discounted. The proportion to be 
maintained between the stock of coin and bullion in hand and the 
liabilities of the Bank could only, it said, be decided by experi- 
ence. When a drain was caused by the state of internal com- 
merce, the till must be reconstituted by a purchase of precious 
metals ; but when the drain was for transactions abroad, the only 
eflicacious remedy was the raising of the rate of discount. Changes 
in the rate of. discount could not be. avoided, but the bad effects 
they produce might be attenuated, if at the beginning of a crisis, 
or before a crisis, the rate were increased, and if it were afterwards 
gradually augmented. Lastly, the deputation declared that in 
the opinion of the Chamber of Commerce, the Bank of France 
ought to be maintained as it now exists, subject to the adoption of 
the modifications indicated, and that it was of importance that de-

A convention between France and Belgium, for the transmission 
of sums from one country to the other, through the post office, has 
been promulgated this day.

In the event of the projected reforms of His Excellency M. 
Fould being carried into effect, the staff of the Customs depart- 
ment will be greatly reduced. It bas, it appears, contrary to ail 
reason, been considerably increased of late years, though the 
treaties with England, Belgium, Italy, and other countries, have 
greatly lessened the work to be done.

attracting attention. Some diplomatic difficulties had arisen 
between England and the United States. Mr Oobden had 
published a letter condemning the Russian war. The London

In 1862, the large silver export of about 1,000,000/ had 
taken place. The Bank of France had raised its rate of dis- 
count to 4 per cent.

The voting in 
Lucerne and in other of the Swiss Cantons for totally revising 
the Federal constitution had resulted in the proposition being 
rejected. 

In 1863, after serious efforts to induce the meeting of a 
Congress, the Emperor of the French had forwarded invita- 
tions to the different European Governments to send repre- 
sentatives to Paris with the view of conferring on public 
affairs. A new ministry had been formed in Greece by M. 
Bulgaris. The accounts from America stated that General 
Grant had been appointed to the command of all the Western 
forces, except in Louisiana. The Bank of France had raised 
its rate of discount to 6 per cent., and the Bank of Turin to 
7. The Prussian and Belgian Chambers and Spanish Cortes 
had been opened, 

In 1864, the London money market, after a period of 
severe tension had become slightly easier, and the Bank rate 
had been lowered from 9 to 8 per cent. The failure had been 
announced in Paris of M. Rougement de Lowenberg, a banker 
of high repute, with liabilities ranging from 600,000/ to 
720,000. There was no political news of importance. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1855, a deficiency of 
6,713,495/ ; in 1862, a deficiency of 4,656,150/; in 1863, a 
deficiency of 6,411,122/; and in 1864, a deficiency of 
5,067,8442.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME, 
FRIDAY NIGHT 
The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane, to-day, was 
very moderate. ‘The trade exhibited less firmness, and the quota- 


tions had, in some instances, a drooping tendency. In foreign 
wheat avery moderate business was transacted, at about Mon- 
day's currency. Barley was very firm, and an occasional advance 
in prices was realised. Oats were in good supply, and the trade 
presented a less buoyant appearance, the quotations, in some 
instances, being somewhat in favour of buyers. Beans and peas 
fully supported late rates. The flour trade was steady, on former 
terms, This week's imports amount to 8,210 quarters of wheat ; 
1,840 barley ; 37,680 oats; and 40 sacks of flour. 


At Liverpool, this morning, wheat declined 1d per cental, and 
the value of flour was with difficulty supported. For maize, 


however, the trade was firm. The market at Wakefield was quiet, 
but firw, as regards wheat. 


On Saturday the Liverpool cotton market became guiet, and 
prices assumed a somewhat downward tendency. The depressed 
feeling continued until Wednesday, when a decided turn took 
place in the market, and all cheap cotton was eagerly bought up. 
On Thursday the inquiry was on an increased scale, and a large 
business wes done at higher prices. To-day the improved demand 
continues, and the market closes with every appearance of a 
further improvement. The total sales of the week have amounted 
to 56,600 bales, of which spinners have taken 29,600 bales, spe- 
culators 12,000 bales, and exporters 15,000 bales. The decline 
which took place at the commencement of the week has been 
on recovered, so that prices close about the same as on Friday 


From New Orleans we have intelligence to Oct. 26. During the 
week, the cotton trade had been active, at 54c to 56c, for middling 
quality. The stock on hand was 117,000 bales. 

_ Advices from Galveston are to Oct. 14. The receipts of cotton 
since Sept. 1, including the stock on hand at the opening of the 
season, as well as the arrivals at minor Texan ports, had been 
34,315 bsles, against 24,345 bales, whilst the exports had reached 
24,264 bales, against 10,220 bales in 1860. The stock on hand 
and on shipboard at latest date was 10,051 bales, the supply at the 
ais period in 1860 being 14,125 bales. 

At Savannsh, the receipts of cotton since the opening of the 
season, including the stock on hand at that date, amounted to 
36,151 bales, against exports to the extent of 34,453 bales, leaving 
& stock of only 1,698 bales. 

.. According to a circular recently issued by Messrs Neill Brothers, 
i appears that the stock of cotton in Georgia, after careful in- 
quiry at the close of the war, was 302,000 bales, and on the 
15th of October 250,000 bales. As to the supply in other States 
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no information has yet been received on which firm reliance 
may be placed. At the date of our latest advices, the stocks

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 


There has been only a moderate business doing in manufactured 
goods this week ; nevertheless, the quotations may be cousidered 
steady.
